WASHINGTON, July 24.—The Ok 
mulgee Northern Railway Company 
today sought to test the interstate 
commerce commission’s announced 
policy of refusing railroads permis­ 
sion to open new coal fields.

MOUNT VERNON, July 24.—“To 
every death from 
tuberculosis 
in 
the State of Missouri there are ten 
cases of the 
disease. 
There 
were 
2,000 deaths in the state last year 
from approximately 
30,000 
cases," 
were the startling statistics reveal­ 
ed to students of the class of spec­ 
ial correspondence of the School of 
Journalism which 
recently 
visited 
the State Tuberculosis Sanitarium. 
Thoroughly modern in equipment 
and buildings 
valued 
at $554,864, 
with excellent facilities for caring 
for tuberculars, the institution 
i3 
giving treatment 
to 190 
patients. 
Treating only incipient cases, dur­ 
ing the last biennial period 448 pa­ 
tients were discharged, 108 being ar­ 
r e s t s cases, 118 
improved cases, 
205 unimproved, and 18 died. 
Pa­ 
tients are kept in the hospital on an 
average of six and one half months. 
Although the sanitoria I is only 
intended to care for incipient cases, 
sometimes patients having the dis­ 
case in an advanced stage are ad­ 
mitted to the institution 
if they 
have no place cise to zo or have no 
one to care for them . 
The sanitorium at Mount Vernon 
is the only institution of its kind 
maintained by the State. 
W hile its 
work is very efficient in aiding tu­ 
berculars, it is greatly hampered be­ 
cause of a lack of more institutions 
of its kind in the state. 
“The greatest menace we have in 
the state of Missouri In checking 
the spread of tuberculosis is the ab­ 
sence of hospitals for the care of ne­ 
groes and for the care of chronic 
cases,’* according to Dr. George P. 
Ard, medical supervisor of state hos­ 
pitals. 
“Tuberculosis is four times 
more prevalent with negroes 
than 
with the whites, and yet we have 
no institution in the state in which 
they can be treated. 
Approximately 
five per cent of the negroes of the 
state are diseased with tuberculosis, 
.and the death rate among them is 
3.9 per cent which 
is 
somewhat 
higher than the death rate among 
the w hites,’* he continued, he at­ 
tributed to the fact that the majority 
of negroes are employed in house­ 
hold an! domestic sendee, and to 
the nature of their home life. “Be­ 
ing engaged in such 
occupations 
makes it more easy for them 
to 
contract and spread 
the disease,’* 
he said.

Maple Sauce.—Take one cupful 
of maple sirup, one teaspoonful of 
cornstarch, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, mix well over the heat and 
cook until the cornstarch is well 
cooked. 
Frozen Apricot*.—Take a quart 
can of apricots, adding to the Juice 
enough water to make a quart. 
Take a cupful of the Juice, add two 
cupfuls of sugar and boll for live 
minutes. Cool and add the apricots 
and Juice, put through a sieve. 
Freeze as usual. 
Maple Mousse.—Take one pint of 
whipping cream, beat until thick, 
then add one and one-half cupfuls 
of maple sirup and an eighth of a 
teaspoonful of salt. Pack In a mold 
In equal parts of ice and salt and 
let stand three hours. 
Frozen Custard.—Take one pint 
of milk, one cupful of sugar, or 
honey, one and one-half teaspoon­ 
fuls of cornstarch, mixed with th# 
same amount of cold water. 
Scald 
the milk, add the sugar and corn­ 
starch and cook until the starch Is 
cooked; add a little salt and vanilla 
to flavor. 
Strain and freeze. Add­ 
ing a cupful of cream when half 
frozen will Improve it. 
Or a cup­ 
ful of mashed fruit will make a 
delicious frozen dish. 
Tuna Fish Salad.—Take one cup­ 
ful 
of tuna 
Ash, 
flaked, 
three- 
a cupful of salad dress­ 
ing. one-hntf of an envelope of gel­ 
atin, one-fourth of a cupful of 
water, one-half cupful of chopped 
celery, one green pepper chopped, 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, and a 
dash of paprika and cayenne. Mold 
and serve on lettuce.

raid and charges of being Inmates of 
a disorderly house was filed against 
all those arrested. They were hauled 
away to the police station like com­ 
mon law violators and much indigna­ 
tion was aroused.

DIVORCE ARRANGED 
BY MUTUAL CONSENT

PARIS, 
July 
24.—The 
divorce 
granted yesterday 
to Irene 
Castle 
Treman, the dancer, from Captain 
Robert E. Treman of Ithaca, N. Y .,, 
appears to have been arranged by 
mutual consent on the ground that 
he refused to observe the marital 
relations and upon her application. 
Such a method is usual in French ! 
procedure which allows divorce 
by | 
reciprocal consent, unlike American 
law. 
Under French practice, it is 
recognized to be entirely correct for 
the husband and wife to determine 
upon a divorce when the only solu­ 
tion of their domestic difficulty ap­ 
pears to them to be a dissolution of 
their marriage. 
In such cases the judge gives the 
applicaLts a certain period of time 
within which to reconcile their dif­ 
ferences. If when that period elapses 
they remain unreconciled, the decree 
is granted if other conditions are 
fulfilled. 
Inquiries among American 
law­ 
yers In Paris indicate that Ameri­ 
cans have more difficulty in getting 
divorces here than would be 
sup­ 
pose ! from the number granted. One 
third of the judges being Catholics, 
disapprove of divorce upon religious 
grounds; another third is described 
as regarding with disfavor applica­ 
tions of foreigners for divorce, and 
the remaining third 
of the bench, 
look upon the m atter with indiffer­ 
ence.
